The worldly serv ice of so-called 
Christians in the churches—men and 
women who profess to bi followers of 
Christ not doing their w jrk -th e ir 
failure to lead consistent and true 
Christian liv es, is leading the world to 
skepticism, and doing more to drag 
down the banner of Christianity than 
all thelutterances of Voltaire, Payne, 
Ingersoll and all othhr infidels com • 
bined,” said Ev angelist Sunday.

work for a liv ing. 
The Garden of 
Eden would prov ide all his needs. 
But man disobeyed God and the world 
bsoame a grav eyard. 
God told Adam 
th at the 
punishment for his dis­ 
obedience would be death, not imme­ 
diate but certain. 
Man fell and ev er 
since has jhad to work or go to the 
poor house. Thus was God’s prayer 
demonstrated. 
God said the seed of woman should 
bruise the head of the serpent, and in 
the fulinewi of tim e Christ came into 
the world to fulfill th at promise. 
Mr. Sunday told the simple story ot 
the betrayal and death of Jesus, told 
it with a v iv id rev elation of the a tti­ 
tude of the desciples. 
He had refused 
to accept the term s of the Jews and 
become their king in flesh and blood 
and went brav ely to the crucifixion. 
CHRIST KNEW HIS FOLLOWERS. 
The shameful hypocrisy of Judas in 
pretending to be the M aster’s friend 
at the v ery tim e he was bargaining for 
His betrayal, is paralleled a t the pres­ 
ent tim e in th e life of many a church 
member. “ Lord, is it I?” 
“ Be what you profess to be or pro­ 
fess to be what you are.” 
There is no middle ground. 
Judas 
tried to locate th at, and Jud 
h be it 
remembered, “ went out and han.ed 
himself.”

My D e a r D o l l i e , 


Between writing to Will a nd the 
boys a nd sight-seeing 1 seem to find 
time for little else. 
You will no 
doubt ha ve hea rd of our sa fe a rriva l 
in Ita ly . I ca n ha rdly* rea lize it y et. 
When I sa w you la st I ha d a s little 
idea of being here a t the close of the 
yea r a s I ba d of being in the moon. 
Of course I a pprecia te wha t a priv­ 
ilege it is to be a ble to see a ll tbe 
I wonderful pla ces a nd things which 
| one ca n only see here, but I would 
never ca re to come a ga in. 
1 think I 
will do well If I ma na ge to sta y the 
yea r out. 
Will Is perfectly contented, 
but Betty a nd I ha ve ma ny a home- 
sickihour. 
They tell us the cold wea ther of the 
pa st two months is very unusua l in 
Ita ly , a nd indeed we ca me prepa red 
for the cold, but not for wea ther tha t 
would freeze a nd burst the wa ter 
pipes in the houses, a s ha s been the 
ca se for the pa st few da ys. 
There 
were two feet of snow in Na ples the 
first of the week. 
We ha ve ha d much 
ra in a nd cloudy wea ther since 
we 
la nded. 
As long a s the sunshines 
a nd we a re out In it we a re a ll right, 
but the chill of the houses is some­ 
thing a wful. 
We were in Na ples a nd vicinity be­ 
tween two a nd three weeks. 
Na ples 
is a 
much 
more 
bea utiful 
a nd 
picturesque city tha n Rome, but it is 
not so rich in historica l interest, nor 
ha s it the wea lth of a rt trea sures. 
We ha ve been so ma ny pla ces a nd 
seen so much tha t every thing seems 
a jumble In my mind. 
When we left 
Na ples I could not seem to remember 
sca rcely a ny thing I ha d seen, hut a s 
the da ys go by I find scenes a nd pla ces 
sepa ra ting themselves in my memory 
so I ha ve a much better idei a nd in 
time I think a ll will come ba ck. 
Will 
seems disgusted tha t we write so much 
a bout visitiDg so ma ny churches, be 
thinks it a loss of time, < but a lmost 
every church ha s one or more a rt 
trea surers well worth seeing. 
We cer­ 
ta inly ha ve no idea of ta king in the 
four hundred a nd some odd churches 
of Rome, but wa nt to see tbe best. 
I ha ve been to St. Peter's twice, but

We spent nea rly a n entire morning in 
the Sistine cha pel study ing the won­ 
derful pa intings of Micha el Angelo 
a nd Will went there a ga in this morn­ 
ing. 
You know the La st J udgment 
fills pne entire end of the cha pel a nd I 
shocked Will a lmost to the point of 
fa inting by a sking him if Micha el 
Angelo piloted the “ drop curta in.” 
He turned on me such a look of horror 
tha t I wa s a ba shed a nd determined 
not to perpetra te a ny more little jokes 
where the old ma sters were concerned. 
There is the most bea utiful sta tue 
of Christ by Micha el Angelo in tbe 
church of Sa nta Ma rla Sopia Minerva . 
I could sca rcely dra g Will a wa y from 
It. 
In the church of the Ga puchlus, a 
couple of blocks f/om us, is Guido 
Reul’s bea utiful St. Micha el, a nd un­ 
der the sa me church there a re five 
cha mbers filled with the skeletons 
a nd bones of four thousa nd Ca puchin 
monks. Tbe decora tions of the ceil­ 
ings a re most a rtistic a ll ca rried out 
in the different bones. 
It is a grew- 
some sight a nd gives one the creeps. 
Some bones fell down while we were 
there a nd Will wa s determined to 
bring a wa y a vertebra e with him a s a 
souvenir, but I would not let him. 
We ha ve been to theiColiseum twice, 
once by moonlight when Will a nd 
Bruno Geiger, a young Germa n friend, 
went into some of the deep a rchwa ys 
a nd growled like lions, frightening 
some English women ha lf into fits, 
We ha ve seen the Roma n Forum but 
will not go through it until we ca n ha ve 
Dr. Forbes expla in it to us. 
We ha ve 
been out on the Appia n Wa y a s fa r a s 
the Ca ta combs of St. Ca lixtus, which 
a re the most extensive of the ma ny 
ca ta combs in Rome. 
Bess a nd I go a round a good dea l 
while Will is busy in his a rt cla ss. He 
ha s not y et succeeded in getting a 
studio in which to work in the a fter­ 
noons. but whenever 
it is wa rm 
enough he goes out sketching. 
Everyone sa ys tha t Rome is the 
most expensive pla ce on the continent 
in which to live, a nd I ha ve been in 
hopes tha t we would go to Florence.

Leg islature May Inquire Reg arding 
Gross Receipts of Company. 
A Spring field dispatch says: There 
is considerable talk here of a leg isla­ 
tive investig ation of the Illinois Cen­ 
tral Railroad company to ascertain if 
that corporation is paying the state 
its prrper proportion of its g ross re­ 
ceipts. 
Under its charter the Illinois 
Central is required to pay the state 7 
per cent of the g ross proceeds, receipts 
and income, and some of the members 
who 
have 
an 
antipathy 
for 
railroads g enerally 
intimate 
that 
an 
official 
inquiry 
is 
in order 
to see if . the 
spirit 
as 
well 
as 
the letter of 
the law 
is 
being 
obeyed. 
A feature of the proposed 
investig ation wouid be to find out if 
the state receives its fair share of the 
receipts from the Chicag o suburban 
service or the subsidiary lines. 
Such resolutions frequently are the 
outg rowth of a g rudg e entertained by 
members who have been refused pass­ 
es, but this particular movement has 
not proceeded far enoug h to indicate 
whether it is a strike for veng eance or 
a g enuine attempt to ascertain if the 
state is g etting its just due. 
In 1883 
the leg islature investig ated the com­ 
pany’s books to no particular purpose, 
and the last examination on behalf of 
the state was made by Governor Tan­ 
ner in 189 9 . 
It is said that the Illinois Central 
has paid tbe state about 9 21,000,000 
during 
the last fifty years. 
The 
records show that in the neig hbor­ 
hood of 2,000,000 acres of land was 
g ranted the company by the state at 
the outset, and that the vast system 
was built with the proceeds of the sale 
of the land. 
There is also strong talk of a leg is­ 
lative investig ation to ascertain if 
roads like the Illinois Central, the 
Alton, the Northwestern and 
the 
Burling ton are violating the law by 
carrying on a coal business. Indt- 
pendent coal operators say the roads 
are 
eng ag ed in this business and 
should be called to account.

This div ersity of industry represents 
an ev olution—or. rather, a revolution— 
that has come along with the develop­ 
ment of the g ig antic modern steam­ 
ship. 
In the old days 
of sailing ships 
all the members of the v essel’s crew 
were sailors and performed one part or 
another of a sailor’s work. 
Ev en the 
redoubtable cook was usually much 
better v ersed In m atters relating to 
spars and ratlines than he was in the 
secrets of the culinary a r t 
But today 
the status is different. 
Nav ig ation of 
the big Atlantic fliers is a complicated 
task, and the number of men required 
to carry it on is ten times g reater than 
on ev en the big g est ships of a century 
ag o. 
The v ariety of tjieir v ocations 
has of course been multiplied to corre­ 
spond with tbe increased complexity. 
The sailors are in a srapll minority 
nowadays. True, you will see a num­ 
ber of seamen on the big ships, and 
these still hav e their duties to perform, 
duties which, howev er, hav e nothing 
to do with' the handling of sails, for 
not In a number of years has canv as 
been spread on any of the big liners. 
But common sailors seem few In com­ 
parison w ith tbe men of other trades 
whose usefulness on shipboard the sea 
captain of a g eneration or two ag o 
would hav e found hard to explain or 
ev en understand. 
Some of the g reatest cha nges in the 
conditions of serv ice hav e come a bout, 
naturally enoug h, through the Intro­ 
duction of steam machinery. 
The pres­ 
ence of machinery means tha t the liner 
must carry not only a 
number of engi­ 
neers, but also sev eral ma chinists to 
keep in order the complicated 
mecha n­ 
ism of pumps and blowers 
a nd deck en- 
g iues which a big v essel ca rries. Then, 
since ev ery g reat passeng er ship Is pro­ 
v ided throug hout with a modern plumb­ 
ing system, she must hav e fci rea diness 
a qualified plmnber. An 
expert electri­ 
cian is also needed to 
look a fter the 
electric lig hting plant, a refrigera ting 
eng ineer for the cold stqyag e pla nt a nd 
a number of other 
representa tives of 
different branches of the 
engineering 
profession. 
Instead of the ancient cook with his 
v ery limited accomplishments tbe up to 
date liner lias an expert, chef, besides 
bakers, confectioners and also tbe other 
g astronomic specialists to be found in 
the big fashionable hotels ashore. A 
ship’s butcher cuts the roasts and 
joints and takes g eneral charg e of the 
meat supply, and there are sev eral 
storekeepers* who, it is true, do not sell 
g oods, but who keep as exact account 
of all the g roceries and other supplies 
issued for the use of passeng ers and 
crew as thoug h their liv elihood depend­ 
ed upon it. 
Besides these, ev ery liner carries a 
barber, for passeng ers long ag o g av e 
up the habit of g oing unshav en from 
beg inning to end of the v oyag e. The 
barber has a comfortable little shop, 
and next door to him perhaps is in­ 
stalled the barkeeper, who from the 
nature of his clientele is required to be 
adept in mixing the drinks of all na­ 
tions. Still more surprising to the inex­ 
perienced trav eler it a rill perhaps be to 
learn that the big steamships carry 
four or liv e buotl lacks to keep the pas­ 
seng ers in shines. 
Of the learned professions the only 
one reg ularly represented is that of 
medicine. 
Ev ery liner carries a sur­ 
g eon. who not only attends to pas­ 
seng ers or members of the crew who 
may fall ill, but who Is also charg ed 
with the g eneral superv ision of the 
health and sanitation of the v essel. 
There are usually plenty of “sea law­ 
yers’* on board—not that there is any 
Jemand for Xeg al sendees—and If clerg y­ 
men are not among the passeng ers the 
captain or purser is qualified to rend 
the serv ice on Sundays. 
The issuing of a paper containing tele­ 
g raphic news inv olv es of course an edi­ 
tor and a wireless teleg rapher. 
The 
editorial duties are assumed by tbe 
purser, and the wireless operator not 
only receiv es the news for the ship’s 
paper, but takes and transm its mes­ 
sag es for the passeng ers as well. 
The 
ship’s printer prints not only the ship’s 
newspaper, but the daily menus and 
concert prog rammes as well. 
Most of the liners curry one or more 
musicians. 
Some hav e fully equipped 
bands that furnish dally music, and 
those liners which do not include a 
complete musical outfit hav e at least 
ofie or more bug lers to sound the 
ca lls 
for meals und for inspection. 
Ev ery liner has on board a carpenter 
who makes necessary interior repairs 
and looks after the boat’s tanks and 
wells, and there are to be found a mong 
the stewards and seamen ha ndy men of 
other trades. 
All 
of which goes to 
show that the modern 
“ floa ting city” 
is a v ery cosmopolitan and, if need be, 
a v ery self reliant community.

A D ay o f H ellfflnaN R ite* an d Spe­ 
c ia lly P re p a red D lsh ea . 
To a dev out Jap anese breakfast on 
New Year’s day Is a religious rite rath ­ 
er than a v ulgar satisfaction of the ap ­ 
p etite. say s th e London Chronicle. No 
ordinary dishes are consumed a t this 
meal. The tea m ust he m ade /v ith w a­ 
ter draw n from the well when the first 
ray of sun strides it, a p otp ourri of 
m aterials sp ecified by law form s the 
stap le dish, while at the finish a m eas­ 
ure of sp ecial sake from a red lacquer 
cup m ust be drained by whosoev er de- 
sir<*s hap p iness during the com ing y ear. 
In the room is p laced an "ely sian 
stand," or red lacquer tray , cov ered 
w ith ev ergreen leav es and bearing a 
rich dum p ling, a lobster, oranges, p er­ 
simmons, chestnuts, dried sardines and 
herring roe. 
All these dishes hav e a 
sp ecial signification. 
The nam es of 
some are homonoy mus w ith words of 
hap p y om en: the others hav e an alle­ 
gorical m eaning. The lobster’s curv ed 
hack and long claw s ty p ify life p ro­ 
longed till the fram e is bent and the « 
beard is long; the sardines, which al­ 
way s ^¿v im in p airs, ex p ress conjugal 
bliss; the herring Is sy m bolical of a 
fruitful p rogeny . 
These dishes are not intended for con­ 
sum p tion. although in m ost cases the 
ap p etite is fairly keen. The orthodox 
Jap anese not only sees the old y ear out; 
he rises at 4 to welcome th e newcomer 
and p erform s m any ceremonies before 
he breaks his fast.

tling roll call which he utters ap p ar­ 
ently from sheer enjoy m ent of th e 
sound or as a challenge to some uu 
seen enemy of his own tribe and which 
rev erberates through the woods' often 
w ith sufficient force to carry the sound 
for as much as half to three-quarters 
of a mile. 
If we**listen for an in stan t 
when we hear one of these challenges 
sent forth we may hear it answ ered 
from some distan t p oint so faintly th a t 
we cannot be certain th a t it is not an 
echo. 
Some other male ha« heard th e 
challenge and, detecting the seif sa tis­ 
fied note in it. has answ ered, and we 
may be fairiy certain th a t they are 
hastening tow ard each other, each w ith 
the intentiou of annihilating his foe or 
at least teaching him a lesson. 
“G ray squirrels, unlike m ost of tlie 
rodents, do not hibernate in the w inter 
time, but are abroad and v ery activ e 
during m ost of the season. Their nests 
are then in hollow trees, but they usu­ 
ally leav e these retreats in M arch and 
build airier and less v erm in infested 
abodes in the tree top s of leav es and 
twigs. 
If y ou can w atch a gray squir­ 
rel gathering nuts in the fall y ou will 
see him take a nut in ids cheek p ouch 
and hop along the ground, testing it 
ev ery few y ards w ith ids front feet. 
W hen he has found a sp ot entirely to 
his liking he will scoop out a shallow 
hole and, p lacing the nut in it, will 
cov er it up w ith the loose earth. This 
he will stam p down and restore to its 
form er condition by scrap ing the loose 
leav es and small stones ov er it. 
"T his p erform ance he rep eats again 
and again in th a t and other localities 
until he has hidden aw ay in this m an­ 
ner a large quantity of nuts, one squir­ 
rel often bury ing sev eral hundred. In 
the w inter, as he needs them, he un­ 
earths these nuts, and it is w onderful 
how unerringly he can go to his v ari­ 
ous caches, ev en though, as frequently 
hap p ens, they m ay all be cov ered w ith 
a foot or m ore of snow .”
